said many skeptical dairy farmers 
when the Arkansas Artificial Brood- 
Ing association was organized in 
May, 10-17. About 25 dairy cows 
were bred during tho first 
yrjar 


and the program expended yearly 
and almost 10,000 cows were bred 
during I ho first three year period. 
It is the ultimate goal ot the us- 
sociiition to brood 20,000 cows mi 
nually by artificial means. 


From a start ot county assocla 


lions the Arkansas Artificial Brood- 
Ing association has grown to 21 
county associations In 27 centers. 
Tho State Association now owns 
twenty-five bulls of the best jersey, 
guernsey, holstcln, brown swiss, 
and milking shorthnrned bulls that 
can be bought.
